These benefits include a price- 
support loan averaging 1.25 a 
bushel 
nationally, 
marketing 
certificates expected to average 
at least 1.25 a bushel on -15 
per cent of the projected yield 
of their allotment, and. if they 
c h o o s e , paym ents averaging 
around 13 50 an acre on be­ 
tween 15 and 50 per cent of 
their allotment diverted from 
w'heat production 
Thus the program offers a 
high financial incentive for com ­ 
pliance. 
Any plowup that may come 
about would arise mainly from 
a long practice in G reat Plains 
wheat areas of over planting in 
the fall with the idea jf plow­ 
ing up the poorest looking part 
of the clop in the spring to get 
into compliance. This is regard­ 
ed as a sort of crop insurance 
protection. 
Of course, there is nothing 
the government can do to fore­ 
stall any plowing under of ex­ 
cess wheat acreages. The pro­ 
gram , however, does perm it a 
farm er to harvest grain from 
excess acres providing the ex­ 
tra grain is stored under bond 
to assure that it will not be re­ 
leased, used or sold during the 
crop year in which it is grown 
It could be sold in subsequent 
years of wheat controls, provid 
ing the grower reduces his pro­ 
duction in those years enough to 
allow the stored grain to move 
into m arket a* i part of big 
controlled output.

What is Fiberfill? 
“ Fiberfill” has come a long 
way since its first household 
use, a few' years ago, under up­ 
holstery and inside pillows. Al­ 
though its end uses have pro­ 
liferated to include underwear 
and bedspreads, its nature has 
not been well know™. 
Fiberfill is a light, resilient, 
non - woven fabric-filler made 
of separated 
fibers. 
Because 
polyesters offer such advant­ 
ages as excellent washability, 
these 
are the fibers 
m o s t 
commonly used 
At first, these fibers were not 
treated with a hinder. Later, a 
resinous binder was lightly ap­ 
plied to hold the web of fibers 
together and to prevent 
.aids 
from piercing through the shell 
fabric*. Quilting was the next 
step. 
Later manufacturing improve­ 
ments increased the binder con­ 
centration and deposited the fi­ 
bers by a new method to give 
Ute fill strength in all directions 
instead of just one. I/>ft and res- j 
ilience were also unproved 
Washability has been an im- j 
portant consideration in every 
step of the development and 
m anufacture of fiberfill. 
Polyester fibers — such as da- J 
cron, fortrel, kodel. and vycron 
— are preferred because they 
are resilient and white, and also j 
because 
they 
have 
superior 
qualities of washability. T h e 
binder must be equally washa- j 
hie so laundering and bleaching 
won’t affect the color or the 
“ hand.” 
Finally, the method of apply­ 
ing the binding must also per- i 
mit excellent washability. Items 
containing fiberfill will be as 
washable as the fabric shell.

New Fire Truck Rigidly Checked, 
Will Be Fully Operational Soon

Paul Reinhert, a delivery en­

Another Seagraves represen­ 
tative is due next week to in­ 
stall other equipment on t h e 
truck, according to Fire Chief 
Bernard Wolfe.

CHIEF WOLFE expects the 
unit to be fully operational with­ 
in IO days. 
The chief noted it was his in­ 
tention to send the truck on all 
calls to the downtown area, to lo­ 
cal grain firms and when other 
tall buildings are involved. 
He noted in such instances, 
both the ladder wagon and the 
1955 model pumper will be dis­ 
patched. In the majority of fire 
runs, however, the old pumper 
will be the only vehicle to make 
a run. 
Acquisition of the truck is 
a part of a move to upgrade 
department equipment. 
A one mill levy was passed 
by city voters in November of 
1964 for this purpose. The tax 
issue will provide an estimated 
$90,000 revenue 
ft>r the pur­ 
chase of equipment. A two-way 
radio system 
for the depart­ 
ment and the truck already has 
been obtained. 
The next step, Chief Wolfe 
said, will probably be the pur­ 
chase of a new pumper to re­ 
place the 1940 Ford truck now 
used primarily for rural runs.

Need Pruning 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, 
Agriculture 
Prune your young fruit trees 
as well as the mature ones. 
Young trees often get neglect­ 
ed at pruning time. But they 
need a trim, too. 
While heavy pruning of young 
trees delays bearing, trees need 
careful training during the first 
two years after planting to help 
them develop a desirable frame­ 
work. After this, only a light 
corrective pruning will be nec­ 
essary to hasten bearing and 
develop strong branching. 
Pruning of mature fruit trees 
adds 
up to more 
and better 
fruit. When these trees aren’t I 
pruned enough, fruit will appear 
small, have a poor red overcol­ 
or and contain less sugar. While 
too much pruning will cause the I 
trees to produce fruits of a poor i 
color, the product will still be ; 
fairly large. 
The best time to prune is from I 
now until April, as long as you ! 
don’t trim when the bark is 
frozen.
